FIXING COMMITTEE 


E. H. A stin of B ryan as a planter 
and Howell E. Sm ith of M cKinney as 
a banker are the Texas representa­ 
tives on a com m ittee th a t is to appear 
before 
a 
congressional com m ittee 
shortly w ith reference to fixing 
a 
price for cotton and cotton goods. This 
com m ittee was authorized by the con­ 
ference held a t New O rleans last week, 
which was attended by Mr. A stin and 
A. W. W ilkerson of Bryan, who re ­ 
turned Saturday. 
They say th a t nine 
states were represented, two of which 
voted against the price fixing resolu­ 
tions, one of these being G eorgia, 
which w as represented by mill men 
and the other Louisiana, which is sus­ 
pected of having been dom inated by 
the New O rleans cotton 
exchange, 
which naturally dislikes to have any 
interference w ith the price fluctua­ 
tions from which m any of its mem bers 
make their money. 
The situation, as described by Mr. 
W ilkerson is largely one of ocean ton­ 
nage, a large holdover from last year 
and the production of a 15,000,000 
bale crop this year. 
Owing to the 
shortage of tonnage a large quantity 
of cotton, bought for foreign account 
is still held in southern warehouses. 
It is estim ated th a t the holdover is 
4,000,000 bales. 
Mr. A stin states th a t 
it is his guess th a t there are 1,000,000 
bales in the south, owned by foreign­ 
ers who have bought and paid for it 
but can not get it moved. 
However, 
he says, there is im provem ent in the 
tonnage situation, he having been told 
a t New O rleans th a t 
five per cent 
m ore tonnage has been made available 
fo r cotton movem ent recently and the 
situation is hopeful in view of the in­ 
creased launchings in this country. 
N evertheless the large holdover is still 
w ith us and a big crop is in prospect, 
a crop produced a t a high cost. 
Mr. 
A stin says the state departm ent of 
agriculture recently made an estim ate 
th a t the cost of production 
in this 
state this year is 30 cents a pound. 
It is apparent, therefore, th a t both 
planters and bankers face a serious 
problem , when the m arket is left free 
to fluctuate som etim es several 
hun­ 
dred points a day. 
B ankers can not 
figure on a stable basis for carrying 
the cotton especially as they are still 
carrying a large am ount of the crop 
of last year. 
Accordingly 
the 
conference 
w as 
called a t New O rleans to consider the 
situation. 
It w as thoroughly 
dis­ 
cussed and a world of statistics p re­ 
sented, and finally resolutions were 
adopted w herein 
congress is called 
upon to authorize the president to fix 
a price for cotton and for the products 
of the m ills. 
The resolutions call for 
the fbrm ation of a corporation, sim ilar 
in organization and purpose to th a t of 
the grain corporation, granting au­ 
thority to the president to buy cotton 
for governm ent needs in the absence 
of other buyers a t a price to be fixed 
by the president, and to fix the price 
for finished cotton goods on a basis 
of cost and a safe and 
reasonable 
profit. 
The resolutions also au th o r­ 
ized the appointm ent of a com m ittee, 
consisting of a planter and banker 
from each state represented a t the 
conference, to go to W ashington and 
present the situation and ask for leg­ 
islation. 
P resident W oodson of the 
Texas S tate B ankers association is to 
arrang e for the date of the m eeting 
in W ashington w ith the congressional 
com m ittee, which has been tentatively 
fixed fo r W ednesday, July 17.
